I first came to Vietnam

Washington (UPI) — Eight 
Rep ublican congressmen, who 
claimed they had the sup p ort 
of 46 other GOP House mem­ 
bers, recommended Wednes­ 
day cutting President John­ 
son’s budget by $6.5 billion 
with $2.5 billion of the savings 
being p lowed back into “hu­ 
man renewal” p rograms. 
Rep . Charles E. Goodell, 
R-N.Y., chairman of a House 
GOP Planning and Research 
Committee which drafted the 
p rop osal, told a news confer­ 
ence 
the 
p lan 
emp hasizes 
jobs, h o u s i n g , education, 
crime and p ollution. 
Goodell said the p lan, which 
has not y et been p ut in the 
form of p rop osed legislation, 
was given added emp hasis by 
the rep ort last weekend of the 
President’s 
Commission 
on 
Civil Disorders but that it was 
not the result of that rep ort. 
The commission warned of 
continued and more serious 
riots unless the nation re­ 
solves race p rejudice and at­ 
tacks the root causes of p ov­ 
erty . 
The major cut advocated 
by the Rep ublican g r o u p 
would be a 8 0% reduction of 
U.S. troop s in Europ e. Good­ 
ell said this would mean p ull­ 
ing out about 200,000 of the 
estimated 350,000 American 
military p ersonnel In Europ e. 
The p rop osal did not recom­ 
mend a reduction in Vietnam 
war sp ending. 
Rep . W. E. (Bill) Brock, 
Tenn., one of the group , said 
$1.5 blUiou of the new $2.5 bil- 
UoB “human renewal fund” 
created under the GOP p lan 
would p rovide $500 miUion to 
stimulate jobs, $250 million 
each for educatioB, honrtng 
and p ollution, $1 0 0 million to 
fight crime, $100 milUon for 
“rural revitalization,” a n d 
$50 million for the District of 
Columbia for renewal p roj­ 
ects. 
The remainmg $1 billion in 
the GOP fund would be held 
back until Rep ublican t a s k 
forces recommend allocation 
of the money.

Saigon (UPI) — Communist 
ground fire Wednesday shot 
down a U.S. Air Force C123 
transp ort p lane flying rein­ 
forcements i n to embattled 
Khe Sanh. All p ersons aboard 
were k i l l e d. The number 
dead varied from 47 to 49. 
The twin-engined p lane was 
the third American transp ort 
p lane to be destroy ed at the 
Marine base in the northwest 
c o r n e r of South Vietnam 
where Communist gunners in 
the surrounding hills have ze­ 
roed in on the runway . 
The big cargo p lane was hit 
in one wing by a flurry of 


antiaircraft fire as it was ap ­ 
p roaching the runway. 
The C123 had left the Ma- 
rine sup p ly head at Phu Bai. 
Most were believed to be Ma­ 
rines. 
Heavy fighting was rep orted 
Wednesday in the C e n t r a 1 
Highlands and at Quan Long 
in the extreme southern tip 
of South Vietnam where South 
Vietnamese troop s killed 275 
Viet Cong and drove the rest 
of an enemy battalion out of 
the ruined city. 
Savage Fighting 
The fighting at Quan Long 
—once known as Ca Mau— 
was incredibly savage. The

ahead in the USSR today is 
to join the p arty . 
Turner was the k e y n o t e 
sp eaker launching a three-day 
conference on “ Soviet Life To­ 
day ” at Wesleyan. He h a s 
traveled extensively in Russia 
and has 
a u t h or e d many 
books OB the subject. Includ­ 
ing 
“ The Soviet 
Dictator­ 
ship .” 
“ Less than 5% of the p op ula­ 
tion in Russia belong to the 
Soviet p arty ,” noted Turner. 
“But if you wish to have a 
chance at education and an 
avenue to success then mem­ 
bership is the only way. 
“Class divisions in Russia 
are extremely evident. There 
is a wider difference every 
day between the members of 
the p arty and the working | 
class. 
j 
“E v e r y collective farm 
chairman and every factory 
boss is a member of the Com­ 
munist p arty . No other p olit­ 
ical p arty is tolerated.” 
He estimated that 70% of

Washin g ton —The report of the Presiden t’s 
Adv isory Commission on Civ il Disorders makes 
some ex cellen t poin ts. It is especially effec­ 
tiv e in its an aly sis of Neg ro hou sin g prob­ 
lems, an d it rig htly poin ts to the g ross errors 
of u rban ren ewal as a key 
factor in a bad situ ation . The 
commission ’s h a r s h in dict­ 
men t of police an d Gu ards­ 
men is fu lly deserv ed, an d the 
report’s w a r n i n g ag ain st 
“ov er-reaction ” this su mmer 
is immen sely u sefu l. Sev eral 
recom m en dation s for im­ 
pr ov e d commu n ication be­ 
tween black an d white make 
obv iou s sen se. 
When that has been said, it remain s to 
be said that the report, v iewed as a whole, 
is woefu lly u n balan ced. Most of the major 
recommen dation s are u n realistic; some of 
them—for ex ample, that the min imu m wag e 
be fu rther in creased—^re misg u ided. An d sad 
to say , in its lon g rev iew of the 1967 riots, 
the commission has come, u p with the g reat­ 
est whitewash job sin ce Tom Sawy er l a i d 
aside his bru sh.

From this report, it appears that ev ery ­ 
on e was to blame for the riots—ev ery on e, that 
is, bu t the rioters themselv es. It is u n believ ­ 
able. They appear in the n arrativ e portion s 
of the report as faceless ag en ts of a passiv e 
mood: Bocks were hu rled, bottles 
w e r e 
thrown . Elsewhere, the report falls in to socio- 
log ical thu mb-su ckin g : Society had failed to 
teach the rioters how to read, so they looted 
TV sets in stead. At ev ery poin t, the commis­ 
sion ’s ten den cy is to ration alize, to ex cu se, to 
defen d.

Gov ern men t prog rams were to blame; 
fliese did n ot reach the people. Ju dg es were 
to blame; they did n ot protect the looters* 
con stitu tion al rig hts. Police were to blame; 
they were disrespectfu l. The press was to 
blame; it failed to u n derstan d. Abov e all, 
“white racism is essen tially respn sible” for 
the g hetto con dition s that prov oked the fear­ 
fu l v iolen ce. 
It is thu s “white racism” that is respon ­ 
sible for what the commission terms its basic 
con clu sion , that “ou r n ation is mov in g toward 
two societies, on e black, on e white—separate 
an d u n equ al.” This basic con clu sion is basi­ 
cally false. For the g iast 30 y ears, ou r n ation 


has n ot been mov in g toward a separate soci­ 
ety , bu t away from it; an d if this mov emen t 
toward an in teg rated, mu lti-racial society re­ 
cen tly has been slowed, it is at least partly 
becau se of the “black racism” that man ifests 
itself in a bloody cry for apartheid in re­ 
v erse: “KUl Whitey !”

Continoed From Page 1 
the tunnel,’* the enemy is 
“running out of steam,” it 
might be p ossible to start 
bringing Americans h o me 
“within two years.” 
On his trip home l a s t 
November 
Westmoreland 
said the enemy forces were 
“declining at a steady rate,” 
that the “end begins to come 
into view” and that the sit­ 
uation was “very very en­ 
couraging.” 
Ho w has the situation 
changed since those f i r s t 
Marines came ashore? 
T h e r e are now 500,000 
Americans, instead of 27,- 
000, in Vietnam and more 
are on the way. And the 
500,000 does not include 35,- 
000 Navy men stationed on 
ship s offshore or m o r e 
than 35,000 U.S. p ersonnel 
engaged in the bombing of 
North Vietnam from bases 
in Thailand. 
In addition there are 62,- 
000 Koreans, Thais, Austra­ 
lians, New Zealanders and 
Filip inos fighting on the al­ 
lied side. And the Vietna­ 
mese government has more 
than 600,000 m en under 
arms. 
Enemy Fo rces 
Altogether 
that 
makes 
well over 1,200,000 m en 
fighting the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese.* 
In the sp ring of 1965 when 


those first U.S. combat units 
arrived, the official intelli­ 
gence estimates were that 
total enemy strength was la 
the neighborhood of 140,000 
to 165,000. 
They were then p ractical­ 
ly all homegrown southern 
Viet Cong. And last year 
alone the U.S. Command 
claims mo re than 80,000 
enemy were killed. 
Yet the current estimate 
on enemy strength lists be­ 
tween 223,000 and 248,000 
armed men, p lus around 
80,000 p olitical cadre. 
About 60,000 of the enemy 
are now described as North 
Vietnamese army regulars. 
In all of 1964 the number 
of Americans killed totaled 
only 146. In 1965 the toll 
climbed to 1,365 — in 1966 
it was 5,0(MI—and last year 
it was 9,353. 
At the rate things are go­ 
ing the number of Ameri­ 
cans killed this year will 
more than double. In the 
first seven weeks of 1968 
that “killed in action” count 
among Americans had al­ 
ready p assed th e 2,700 
mark. 
Sm a ller W o rries 
Back in 1965 American 
troop s here had to worry 
about things like “p unji 
stakes,” sharp ened, some­ 
times p oisoned stakes con­ 
cealed in camouflaged p its, 


a n d homemade bamboo 
hand grenades. 
When they got shot at It 
was most likely to be with 
a U.S. weap on cap tured by 
some lucky guerrü la who 
had thereby moved up out 
of the homemade r i f l e 
class. 
These days th e enemy 
doesn’t even bother to ^ck 
up U.S. weap ons left on a 
battlefield. He is comp lete­ 
ly equip p ed with a family 
of modern Chinese and Rus­ 
sian weap ons that includes 
the AK-47 assault rifle, con­ 
sidered by a lot of p eop le 
here to be the finest weap on 
in the war. 
In addition t h e y have 
rockets, artillery, mortars 
and, lately, even tanks. 
They have also p erma­ 
nently retired one of the 
tiredest jokes of the war 
~ the one about the little 
North Vietnamese soldier 
hiking down the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail for two months 
with two mortar rounds on 
his back, delivering them, 
watching them being fired 
and tlwn being ordered to 
“go back and get two 
more.” 
The three years of bomb­ 
ing have cost more than 
800 U.S. p lanes lost. 
On one hand it is argued 
that the U.S. Command, 
with its consistently op ti­ 
mistic judgments of the sit- 


uation, has just as consis­ 
tently underestimated the 
enemy and the enemy’s de­ 
termination. 


‘Cro sso v er Po int* 
On s e ve r a l occasions 
over the last year West­ 
moreland’s command has 
s p o k e n of reaching the 
“crossover p oint” — that is 
the p oint at which the ene­ 
my was being killed faster 
than he was recruiting and 
infilti^ating fresh troop s. 
At the same t i me, how­ 
ever, it seems clear — from 
the comp arative e n e m y 
strength figures in 1965 and 
1968, if nothing else, that 
the enemy has been able 
to match the U.S. escala­ 
tion step by step . 
And with more than 200,- 
000 regular North Vietna­ 
mese troop s still not com­ 
mitted to the war la the^ 
South, is there now any rea- 
son to believe that he can­ 
not go on matching U.S. 
troop increases? 
President Johnson is re­ 
p orted to be studying a re-, 
quest from Westmoreland 
for still more troop s, the 
estimates running anywhere 
from 50,000 to 200,000, which 
would certainly involva call­ 
ing up the Reserves. 
The argument is made 
here that more troop s will 
accomp lish n o t h i n g but 
making the war still bigger

Natu rally , these 
girls su ffer fro m the emo ­ 
tio nal strains o f p regnancy 
witho u t the ap p ro v al o f fam­ 
ily and co mmu nity and with­ 
o u t the su p p o rt o f a hu sband. 
Acco rding to Dr. Do y le, mo st 
American girls hav e their 
first menstru al p erio d neat 
13, and they are no t likely to 
be able to hav e a child fo r a 
y ear aftet that. It is esti­ 
mated that in 1959 there were 
so me 221,000 illegitimate liv e 
births in the United States, 
which co nstitu tes abo u t o ne 
in 20 o f all births that y ear. 
Two o u t o f fiv e births to girls 
u nder 15 y ears o f age are il­ 
legitimate. 
In sev eral recent medical 
articles, p hy sicians no ted that 
amo ng 7 ,357 girls stndled be­ 
tween 13 and 16, nMMre than 
the u su al nu mber (fw adu lt 
wo men) had tro u ble 
wi t h a 
narro w p elv is, to x emia o f 
p regnancy and p ro lo nied la­ 
bo r. 
One do cto r was mu ch co n­ 
cerned o v er the mental to r- 
tu ne su ffered by many girls, 
and ano ther fo u nd their in­ 
telligence 
so mewhat 
lo wer 
than n o r m a l . Fo rtu nately , 
no ne o f the girls died in la­ 
bo r. 
As Dr. Do y le wro te, there 
is do u btless need to day fo r 
lectu res in high scho o ls o n 
su ch su bjects as o u tp o f-wed- 
lo ck p regnancy , narco tic ad­ 
dictio n, the u se o f LSD, dro p ­ 
o u ts and sex . Statistics sho w 
su ch edu catio n greatly helfM 
teen-agers to take better cafe 
o f themselv es and to av o id 
tragedies that can leav e scars 
o n their minds.

Tuesday stated “ we hav e a 
desperate need fo r nurslag 
bed facilities and y o u (the 
city ) hav e the faeOity an d 
apparently are w i l l i n g to 
lease it,” the gro up agreed 
the nex t step was to deter­ 
mine ex act Lancaster needs. 
This will be determined at 
subsequent meetings between 
County Welfare Director Earle 
Trabert, County Medical Co­ 
ordinator Dr. George Under­ 
wood and Robert Brungard, 
Lincoln General administra­ 
tor. 
Legal details will be ironed 
out between city and county 
legal staff members. 
Commissioner Ralph Har­ 
lan said the county 
w oul d 
l e a s e the entire hospital, 
probably not for less 
t h a n 
five y ears. Some of the build­ 
ing might be subleased if this 
is legal for the county . No 
lease costs were discussed. 
T r a b e r t to ld the go v ern­ 
mental co nference the State 
Welfare Dept, is o v ercro wded 
in three areas in the State- 
ho use and pro bably wo uld be 
interested in first flo o r east 
areas o f the ho spital. 
This still would leave a 155- 
bed area for a nursing home. 
Trabert said the county is 
t h i nk i ng about 75 beds 
at the outset. May or S am 
Schwartzkopf predicted it 
would not be too many y ears 
before the entire 155 are 
needed. 
W h i l e the prime need is 
for suitable nursing 
h om e 
beds. Dr. Underwood 
s a i d 
there would be other advan­ 
tages in being adjacent to an 
acute care hospital.

“ It Is so metimes difficult to | 
get a phy sician to a nursing j 
ho me as quickly as he’s need­ 
ed, and frequently n e e d e d 
X-ray o r o ther testing wo uld 
be mo re co nv enient fo r the pa­ 
tient and less co stly fo r the 
co unty if nursing bed areas 
and ho spital are nex t to o ne 
ano ther,’* Dr. Underwo o d o b­ 
serv ed.

New York City could have 
built a 12-story building from 
the 90,000 tons of garbage ac­ 
cumulated during the city ’s 
recent nine-day strike. 
That is, if they had a ma­ 
chine to convert garbage into 
stone. Now don’t laugh! 
Chicago DaiW News Co l­ 
umnist Mike Ro y ko repo rts 
that such a maeblne has been 
built by a Japanese firm, 
Tezuka Ko san Co ., and also 
an American firm, Lo mbard 
Co rp. o f Yo ungsto wn, Ohio . 
Daniel Lombard, president 
of Lombard Corp., say s his 
machine just grabs up that 
garbage and smacks it a few 
times and out pops a wonder­ 
ful, hard block. 
Cost $694,400 
According 
to 
Associated 
Press, the Japanese machine, 
valued at about $694,400, will 
produce one ton of stone from 
eight truckloads of garbage 
every six minutes. 
Reportedly , 
the 
machine 
can handle 80 tons of garbage 
a day , which would mean that 
125 machines would have had 
to labor nine 
da y s to clean 
up the mess created by the 
garbage following the New 
York strike. 
But with tho se 9 0,000 to ns o f 
garbage. New Yo rk co ul d 
hav e pro duced eno ugh sto ne 
to co nstruct a 1 2 -sto ry build­ 
ing, 2 0 by 5 0 feet In dimensio n 
and co sting abo ut $87,000, ac­ 
co rding to figures fro m a Lin­ 
co ln sto ne co mpany . 
This figure may increase be­ 
cause the blocks would have 
to be covered with 
i r on 
plates and concrete for use in 
construction. 
In day s past, garbage may 
not have been a great prob­ 
lem but with the advent of ur­ 
ban society , what to do with 
waste material has become 
as important as obtaining the 
product from whence the gar­ 
bage originally came. 
Chickens, Pigs 
In Nebraska, the original 
forms of the modern-day gar­ 
bage disposal were chickens 
and pigs. But 
s t a t e law, 
adopted about 15 y ears ago, 
forbids the feeding of commer­ 
cial garbage to hogs and chick- 
ens unless it has been cooked. 
When the L e gi s l a t u r e 
ado pted th e law, Omaha 
fo und still ano ther way to rid 
Itself o f nearly 88 to ns o f gar­ 
bage a day —dump It Into the 
Misso uri Riv er. 
This, however, brought loud 
protests (from cities down­ 
stream and from the S t a t e 
Health Dept.) which eventual­ 
ly prevailed and the 
c i t y 
signed a contract to have its 
garbage cooked. 
The cost of the big pressure 
cookers has all but eliminated 
the commercial feeding of 


garbage to animals except on 
a large scale. 
‘A Pro blem’ 
One can still feed his own 
garbage to hogs and chickens 
but that becomes a problem 
when city regulations, like 
Lincoln’s, prohibit raising the 
animals within the urban lim­ 
its. 
City ordinances define gar­ 
bage as “all animal, fruit or 
vegetable waste residue which 
a t t e nds the 
preparation, 
dressing, use, cooking, deal­ 
ing in or storage of meats, 
fish, fowl, fruits, vegetables, 
cereals or grains for human 
consumption, cornhusks 
or 
cobs, coffee or tea grounds, 
except oy ster or clam shells.” 
And if that do esn’t quite get 
it, city o rdinances define ref­ 
use (which includes garbage) 
as ev ery thing fro m spito o n 
cleanings to feathers to leav es 
to junked auto mo biles. 
With the demise of the ani­ 
mal method of garbage dis­ 
posal, most garage now is 
removed to open dumps out­ 
side the city . 
Now the problem seems to 
be transportation — getting 
the garbage from the “pro­ 
ducer” to the dump. 
Own Premises 
The most conventional meth­ 
od is placing garbage in the 
required 25-gallon (32 gallons 
for apartments) 
galvanized 
cans for removal by the gar­ 
bage collector. This, however, 
is not alway s observed by 
Lincolnites, according to City - 
County Health Dept, officials. 
“ Many peo ple are u s i n g 
their o wn premises as dumps 
which is a deplo rable situa­ 
tio n,” said City Health Dept. 
Sanitarian Do nald Ho we. “ We 
get upwards o f 5 0 calls a 
mo nth abo ut peo ple who hav e 
garbage o n their o wn pro p- 
erty --and this number go es 


up d u r i n g 
the 
summer 
months.” 
The city has the power to 
issue tickets to persons who 
do not remove garbage from 
their property . But sometimes 
those who remove their gar­ 
bage make their own dump— 
on someone else’s property . 
Howe said there are sev­ 
eral places within the ci^y 
which 
are 
often 
used as 
dumps. This is illegal but it is 
difficult to catch the offenders 
in the act or determine to 
whom the garbage belongs. 
New Rules 
The State Health Dept, is 
study ing new rules and regu­ 
lations regarding dumps. Tho 
only requirement at present 
is that garbage be disposed of 
in open dumps. 
“We a r e recommending 
that cities go to sanitary land­ 
fills — the most successful 
method as far as rodent con­ 
trol and beauty are con­ 
cerned.” said Hugh Johnston 
of the State Health Dept. 
The primary objection to 
this method is the cost of cov­ 
ering the garbage periodically 
—daily is recommended, ac­ 
cording to Johnston. There is 
also a problem of finding an 
area for landfill which Is not 
subject to flooding.

“IVhat p olitical fig u re isn’t controv ersial,” I asked. 
“Most of them, and I wou ldn’t comment for p u blica­ 
tion on any of them,” was the answer. 


Here are the v iews of a nu mber of Lincoln residents 
who wished to remain in anony mity . 


“Now don’t p rint my name becau se I deal with Demo­ 
crats and Rep u blicans ev ery day and it mig ht hu rt my 
bu siness. . 
“I do think Wallace has some g ood p oints. He is tell­ 
ing the p u blic what it wants to hear and I am not so su re 
he is all wrong . 
“I don’t really know if I cou ld v ote for him becau se 
of his race stand bu t if the riots continu e, I mig ht join 
him on that. 
“You can see why I don’t want my name p rinted.’* 


Stop p ing a y ou ng lady , identified as a Univ ersity of 
Nebraska stu dent: 
“No. I cou ld nev er v ote for a man like Georg e Wallace. 
“He is comp letely left ou t of the world when it comes 
to solv ing domestic p roblems. Look . . . he wou ld shoot 
these rioters and not look at what is cau sing them to riot. 
There is p ov erty and inju stice all arou nd and he will not 
look at it. 
^ 
“That ty p e of man wou ld set back the U.S. a hu ndred 
y ears and we hav en’t really come that far since freeing 
the slav es. 


“I mean really . . . that sort of rig ht wing seg reg a­ 
tionist in the White Hou se? We wou ld be the lau g hing 
stock of the whole world.” 


A dap p er forty ish g entleman: 


“No names, rig ht? Fine. I will tell y ou how I feel 
bu t some of my clients mig ht not like it. 
“I feel he is a big ot bu t can do considerable damag e 
in the u p coming p residential election. He can do it becau se 
a lot of p eop le are starting to listen to him. 
“I’m not say ing this is a g ood thing bu t the American 
p eop le are g etting fed u p with riot commission and crime 
commission rep orts that blame them as the cau se. 


“Am I fed u p with the rep orts? Well . . . now this 
is withou t my name? Yes. I’m damn fed u p with g etting 
all the blame of these p eop le rioting and looting and kill­ 
ing . I don’t g iv e a damn if they are white, black or p ink, 
they hav e no rig ht to break the law. 
“Satisfied now? 
*‘Back to Wallace . . . he can take away enou g h v otes 
from each major candidate in the fall to throw this thing 
into the Hou se of Rep resentativ es. There he can make 
demands on whomev er he wants to be p resident. It’s that 
simp le and I think the American p u blic had better think 
abou t that.”

He said that size in creases 
will occu r in barges an d rail- 
r 0 a d hopper-cars, an d in 
plan es design ed to c a r r y 
from 700 to 1,000 passen gers. 
Mergers of parallel rail­ 
road rou tes, regu larly -deep­ 
en ed riv er chan n els, an d con ­ 
stan tly improv ed su perhi^- 
way s were amon g other im­ 
prov emen ts he cited.

“ Findings at the scene in­ 
dicate the death was acciden­ 
tal,” Ferns said. “ We kno w 
that Mr. Levalley had been 
wo rking o n his car, trying to 
get it started. The time o f the 
death was between 11:30 and 
midnight, as near as we can 
determine.” 
When the car failed to start, 
Ferns said, Mr. Levalley ap­ 
parently climbed Into the rear 
leat to watt o r sleep a n t l l 
memlnf. 
Ferns said it is believed 
that, because o f wind and the 
leaky gaso line can, he m a y 
have spilled gaso line o n his 
clo thing. The fire may have 
started, he said, when the 
man lit a cigaret o r he may 
have go n e to sleep while 
smo king.

ing cream.

have the only dairy plant in 
Nebraska with a full-time res­ 
ident g overnment inspector in 
the plant.

New Trend

tanks is indicated in the re­ 
port. It states that while pro­ 
duction increases, farm-sepa­ 
rated c r e a m continues to 
drop. 
The cooperative is operat­ 
ing 47 cream stations where­ 
as a year ag o there were 7 2 
in the area. At its peak the 
Farmers Union Co-op Cream­ 
eries had 350 cream stations 
and 7 0 pick-up routes. T h e 
routes have declined to 12.
